surface by applying a distortion function, and calculating a magnitude of the difference between 
the second point and X and the second point determines whether the first approximation point is 
acceptable for the inversion of the point X by comparing the magnitude of the difference to a 
tolerance; and displaying the first approximation point on the display screen if the first 
approximation point is acceptable for the inversion of the point X.
